3ut if politics are allowed to keep China 
divided, and keep incapable leaders at the 
head of Chiang’s forces, other Allied troops 
will have to do a good share of the fighting 
in China which Chinese troops could and 
otherwise would do. 

There is another bad feature of the sit- 
uation—Chiang's evident unwillingness to 
co-operate whole-heartedly. China was 
treated at Dumbarton Oaks as one of the 
Big Four countries which will have to 
under-write the proposed world security or- 
ganization in order to make it effective. If 
Chiang’s government cannot pull together 
with its Allies in bringing the greatest pos- 
sible pressure upon Japan in wartime, the 
prospect that it can act with them in peace- 
time is rather dimmed. 

It is to be urgently hoped therefore that 
the breach between Chungking and Wash- 
ington will be ended by an arrangement 
which will put the whole strength of China 
into the war for its own liberation, and will 
also re-establish China in the confidence of 
its Allies as one of the guarantors of future 
enforcement of international law.

The channel was too narrow for the submarine to turn and too 
shallow for diving. but, said the commander: “It was felt that the 
risk involved would be offset by the advantage of surprise.” 

Four coasters, including one ammunition ship, were destroyed 
before lunch on another day of the same patrol
